Kraft (U.S. Patent 6,381,474) discloses a control means 
responsive to the selection means selecting one item from a 
plurality of first items (fig. 3 number 20) displayed to cause 
the a plurality of second items related to the first item (fig. 
3 number 18) . However, it do not disclose the applicant claimed 
invention.
